Thh adoption of this 
policy would hsve s very far reach¬ 
ing effset. It would to a creat extent 
remove the farmers* greatest dis¬ 
ability. the discrepancy between what 
he hag to sell and what hs hae to buy. 
That Is the heart of the farmers' 
i troubles.
